most conservative papers published in 
the state, confidently predicts the 
election of Judge Yerkes.

A Remedy for Grave Abuses. 


The Commercial Gazette, of Pitts- 


burg, in commenting editorially upon 
the two amendments which will come 
before the people inNovemberfor their 
action, says: 


"One of the amendments is admira- 


ble in spirit and purpose, providing 
as it does for personal registration oi 
voters in cities. This amendment is 
sought as a remedy for the grave abus- 
es that have grown up through thf 
present liberal system of registration 
as it applies to our large cities.

The TTay to Secure Honest Elections. 


The proposed amendment to toe 


constitution in the interest o£ personal 
registration is one ot the most im- 
portant matters that will come before 
the people at the November election. 
While the general interest revolves 
wound the election of the state and 
Bounty officers, tlie fact should not be 
lost sight of that the registration 
amendment is a direct stride in the 
direction of retorm in the methods of 
conducting the elections in Pennsyl- 
vania. The defeat of the amendment 
at the coming election will prevent 
its reintrodiiction in the legislature 
•within a period of five years. 


The registration amendment has 


been endorsed by the

The proposed amendment discrimi- 


nates between the cities and the 
country, enabling the legislature, in 
providing foi personal registration, to 
confinis It to the larger cities ol the 
commonwealth.

personal registration in the country 
would entail only hardship and need- 
less expense, without bringing about 
any good result.

Cnre In Making Axe*. 


An ax is subject to rigid tests before 


it is pronounced perfect. The steel must 
be of the reciuli'ed temper, the weight 
of all axey of the same size must be 
uniform, all must be ground alike and 
in various other ways conform to an es- 
tablished standard. Tlie inspector who 
tests the quality of tbe steel floes so by 
liammeimg the blade and striking the 
edge to ascertain whether it be too 
brittle or not. An ax that breaks dur 
ing tbe test is thrown aside t8 be rnaOe 
over. Before tbe material of an ax is in 
tbe proper shape it has been heated five 
times,, Including tbe tempering process, 
and the ax when completed lias passed 
through the hands of about 40 work- 
men, 
each of whom bns clone something 


toward pou'ecting it. After passing in- 
spection tbe axes go to tbe grinding de- 
partment and from that to tbe polish- 
ers, who nnish them upon emery 
wheels.

A Tall Smoke Column. 


During the burning of tbe Standard 


Oil company's tanks at Bayonne, N. J., 
in July, 1900, an immense column of 
smoke, shaped at the top like an um- 
brella, rose into tbe air, where very lit- 
tle wind was stirring, to an elevation, 
measured by triangrjlation, of 13,411 
feet, or more than two miles ana a half. 
Above the column white clouds formed 
In an otherwise cloudless sky and re- 
mained visible for two days, the flre 
continuing to burn and the smoke to 
rise. After the explosion of an oil 
tank flames shot up to a height of 3,000 
feet, and the heat radiated from them 
was felt at a distance of a mile and 
three-quarters, where It was more no- 
ticpable than close to the flre.—Youth's 
ComDamon.

the sheriff of every counly snail, at least 
ten days belore any general election lo be 
held ill cities of the first, second and third 
classes, give notici- of the same by pro- 
clamation posted up in the most conspic- 
uous places in every election district in 
said cities of the flrot, second and third 
class and in every such advertisement or 
proclamation, 


I. Enumerate the officers to be elected 


and give a list of all the nominations made 
as provided iu this act and to be voted 
for in such connty, and the full text of ail 
constitutional amendments submitted to 
a vote of the people, but the proclamation 
posted in each election district need not 
contain the names of any candidates but 
those to be voted for in such distiict 


II. Designate the place at wliich the

Section One, Article VUt of tlie 


Constitution be amended so as lo read as 
follows 1 


Every male citizen twenty-one years 


of age, possessing the following quali- 
fications, shall he entitled to vote at 
all elections, subject, however, to sucb 
laws rt quiring and regulating the 
registration of electors as the General 
Assembly may enact: 


1. He shall have been a citizen of 


the United States at least one month. 


2. He shall have resided in the State 


one year (or, having previously been a 
qualified elector or native born citizen 
of the State, he shall have removed 
therefrom 
and returned, then six 


months,) immediately preceding the 
election. 


3. He shall have resided in the elec- 


tion district where he shall offer to 
vote at least two months immediately 
preceding the election. 


4. If twenty-two years of age and 


upwards, he shall have paid within two 
years a State or county tax, which shall 
have been assessed at least two months 
and paid at least one month before the 
election.

Shall Section Seven, Article VIII of the

All laws regulating the holding 


of elections by the citizens or for tbe

said loudly, just as the guard pushed 
his head back on the rubber head rest 
and drew the strap across his forehead 
and chin. 
As the pressure on the 


straps tightened and bound the jaw 
slightly he mumbled: "I am awfully 
sorry 1 could not see my father." He 
had just finished the last statement 
when the strapping was completed 
and the guards stepped back. "Warden 
Mead raised bis hand and Electrician 
Davis turned the switch that brought 
1,700 volts of electricity into the living 
body. The rush of the current threw 
the body so hard against the straps 
that they creaked perceptibly.

full current was kept on for forty-five 
seconds, then turned off gradually.
